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LESSON FOUR-SIGNS OF QIYAMAH 


This world is temporary and one day it will be destroyed at a 
time which is only known to Allah®. However, our Prophet 
Muhammad @ has informed us about certain signs that will 
show that the Day of Judgement is close. 


Sayyiduna Rasoolullah conveyed the knowledge of the Day of 
Judgement and the signs that will be seen before it to his 
blessed companions. These signs will be of 2 types; minor and 
major. The minor signs will appear first followed by the major 
signs. The major signs will be extraordinary and strange, the 
appearance of which will mean that the last day is near. You will 
notice that some of these signs are already apparent. 


Minor Signs 


* Music will become very common: We can see today that 
every house has TVs and other devices playing Music. 

* The consumption of alcohol will become widespread: 
Alcohol is strictly forbidden in Islam so we need-to stay 
away from both alcohol and the places where it is 
consumed. Alcohol ruins the lives of millions all over the 
world and has a negative effect on their families and 
friends. 

* Children will disrespect their parents: Our parents 
sacrifice so much for us, however sometimes they are 
ignored and forgotten especially as children begin to grow 
older. Our parents deserve to be honoured always, Evemif 


they say something we don't like, we must still respect 
and love them. 
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* Knowledge will be taken away: The scholars of Islam will 
leave this world and there will be very few learned 
scholars. 

e People will lose respect for the house of Allah © : 
They will talk loudly and will shout in the Mosques. 

* Time will pass by very quickly: A year will pass like a 
month, a month like a week, a week like a day and a day 
will pass by as something burns very quickly as soon as it 
catches fire, 

* There will be an increase in ignorance: Many Muslims 
today do not know the basics of their religion. 

* Killing will become more common: There will be people 
who will think that the lives of other people are not 
important. Protecting the life and property of people is 
very important in Islam. Islam teaches us to protect all 
and harm none. This includes Humans, animals and all 
kinds of life. All over the world today, crimes committed 
using weapons such as guns and knives are increasing. So 
many innocent people are losing their lives because of 
these acts of violence.

Imaam Mahdi @as the leader of the Muslims. 


His name will be Muhammad. His father's name will be Abdullah 
and his title will be 'Al Mahdi' meaning the guided one. He will be 
a direct descendant of our Prophet Muhammad D. 


Imaam Mahdi( will reside in Al-Madinah Al-Munawwarah, 
however at the age of 40, he will leave his residence in Al- 
Madinah Al-Munawwarah and migrate to Al-Makkah Al- 
Mukarramah. There, people will approach him in Al-Haram near 
the Holy Ka'ba and will choose him as their leader. 


Imaam Mahdi @wi Il travel towards the city of Damascus, in 
Syria. He will fight many battles against the disbelievers. 
Allah @ will grant him victory over his enemies. 


He will rule for a total of 7 years, during which time, he will 
lead the people according to the Sunnah. He will 
establish Islam on earth and there will be a period of 
^ absolute peace and tranquillity. 
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APPEARANCE OF DAJJAL 


Another major sign of the Day of Judgement is the appearance 
of Dajjal (The Anti-Christ), 

Our Prophet Muhammad Shas described Dajjal with a lot of 
detail so that we may recognise him if we were to see him. 


Dajjal will have curly hair, he will be blind in the right eye. 


The Prophet of Allah 49) said, "There is no fitnah (evil) from 
the time of Adam up to the Final Hour greater than the fitnah 
(evil) of Dajjal.” 


He will appear during the time of Imaam Mahdi and will 
emerge from a place presently known as Isfahan. He will travel 
the entire world in 40 days. The first day of these 40 days will 
be like a year, the second like a month, the third like a week 
and the rest like normal days. 


^ Dajjal's evil and corruption will be very strong, wherever he 
` goes, he will have with him a garden and a huge fire. He will 
refer to his garden as Paradise and his fire as Hell. In reality, 
his garden will be the fire of hell and his fire will be the 
garden of Paradise. Whoever enters his paradise will realise it 
is hell and whoever enters his hell will find that it is Paradise. 
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Dajjal will claim to be God. He will order the sky to rain for f 
those who believe in him and will order the earth to produce its 
fruits so that they and their animals will eat from it. However, 
those people who reject Dajjal will suffer from a lack of food 
and water. 


Dajjal will try to enter Makkah Al-Mukarramah and Al-Madinah 
Al-Munawwarah but the Angels of Allah @ will turn him away 
from these two holy cities. After travelling the entire world, 
Dajjal will reach Syria. 


The coming of Sayyiduna Isa 

Sayyiduna Isa (Jesus) @ will descend from the skies placing 
his hands on the wings of two angels on the Eastern Minaret of 
the Umayyad Masjid in Damascus. During this moment, Imam 
Mahdi@ will be about to lead people in the Fajr prayer. The 
next morning, Sayyiduna Isa ® will advance towards Dajjal 


with a spear in his hands as the Muslim army attacks the army 
of Dajjal.

He will return as a 
follower of Sayyiduna Rasoolullah & and not a Prophet himself. 
He will join a group of righteous people, who will be preparing | 
for war against Dajjal. It will be the time for Fajr prayer and 
Imaam Mahdi e will be the leader of the Muslims. Suddenly, a 


voice will be heard saying, " One who listens fo your pleas has 
come."

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MAJOR SIGNS: YA'JOOJ AND MA'JOOJ 


Ya' jooj and Ma’ jooj (Gog and Magog) are an evil group of 
people who have been imprisoned behind a wall in an unknown 


valley. 


Sayyiduna Dhul Qarnayn@was a pious person who Allah had 
made a king. He was also a very just king who never oppressed 
anyone. As he conquered lands and spread the message of 
Allah @, he would invite people to the worship of one God. He 
once came across a people close to two towering mountains who 
were kind to each other. 


The people told him “Between these mountains, there is a 
nation called Ya jooj and Ma jooj, who are like animals. Their 
teeth are like those of wild animals. When they come out they 
eat snakes, scorpions, horses, mules, donkeys, vegetables and 
wild animals.

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Method of cleansing the body and garments from impurities 


The following are different methods of cleansing: 


٠ Impurity can be removed with water or any other cleansing 
liquid eg. Vinegar. If the impurity is visible, all traces of it 
must be removed. However, if the impurity is not visible, the 
area must be washed thoroughly three times. 

« Any surface where the impurity cannot penetrate such as 
glass, should be cleaned by wiping the surface. 

* If the ground has any impurity on it and it has dried out leaving

Wudhu is an important part of a Muslim's ritual of purity. Our 
Prophet Muhammad taught us that it is the key to Salah,

Wajib acts are those which are necessary to perform during Salah, 
If a Wajib act is left out intentionally, the prayer will need to be 
repeated. However, if left out unintentionally a prostration of

The disbelievers in Makkah Al Mukarramah were furious that 


Sayyiduna Rasoolullah @had reached Al-Madinah Al Munawwarah 
safely. They still wanted to harm the Muslims and they certainly did 
not want to let the Muslims live peacefully 

One day, a group of the Disbelievers came to Al-Madinah Al- 
Munawwarah and stole some camels from the blessed city. Sayyidung 
Rasoolullah @ ordered some people to follow them but the 
disbelievers escaped. 

It was around this time that Allah © revealed verses that are of 
great importance. The Muslims had been persecuted, driven out of 
their homes and suffered great torture at the hands of Quraysh. 
They had to patiently endure the pain for years but Allah @now 
revealed a verse that brought many of them great joy. They had 
been given permission to fight against those who fought them and 
this gave the Muslims hope that they could defend themselves 
against Quraysh and anyone else that may try to harm them.

The Makkans swiftly sent an army of 1000 men out towards AJ. 


Madina Al-Munawwarah. When Sayyiduna Rasoolullah @heard the 
news that the disbelievers of Makkah Al-Mukarramah had left with 
1000 men he consulted with his companions. "Give me advice, 0 men" 


he said to them 


One of the great companions of Sayyiduna Rasoolullah was a man 
named Sa'ad Ibn Mu'adh @. He stood up and said, "We are with you 
and by Allah e if you were to ask us to cross this sea and you 
plunged into it then we would plunge into it with you." 

Sayyiduna Rasoolullah @ was delighted when he heard the words of 
Sa'ad Ibn Mu'adh © He commanded the Muslims to get ready so 
that they could defend Islam. They left Al-Madinah Al-Munawwarah 
with just 313 men, 70 camels, 3 horses and a few swords. 

The Muslim army was heading to a place called Badr near Al-Madinah 
Al-Munawwarah, It was an open plain and a number of wells were to 
be found there. Sayyiduna Rasoolullah @ knew the importance of 
water in the usually hot and dry climate of Arabia and he wanted to 
ensure that the Muslims had the opportunity to secure water for 
themselves. He Qied the army forward to ensure that they reached 
the plains of Badr in time to secure access to a well. When the 
Muslim army reached the first well they came to and stopped, aman — 
named Hubaab Ibn Al-Mundhir came to Sayyiduna Rasoolullah © 


with an idea. 

“Take us on, O Messenger of Allah," He said, "Until we come to one 
of the large wells which is nearest to the enemy.

He fought with it in many battles and 
the sword was known as Al-Awn which means Divine Help. 
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Allah (Helps The Believers With An Army of Angels 


The Muslim army charged at their enemy but they were nof alone, 
Allah's © help was with them and an army of Angels charged with 
them. They came over an area known as the mountain of Angels and 
soon the Quraysh were soundly defeated by the Muslim army at 
Badr. The victory was a miracle as they had been so badly 
outnumbered by Quraysh but Allah © had taught the Muslims an 
important lesson. When Allah @ helps people then none can 
overcome them except by Allah's @ will. 


Seventy of the disbelievers were killed including some of the 
greatest enemies of Islam such as Shaybah, Umayyah Ibn Khalaf and 
the evil Abu Jahl. As many as seventy of the disbelievers were taken 
back to Al-Madina Al-Munawwarah as prisoners. The disbelievers 
returned to Makkah Al-Mukarramah defeated and disheartened but 
they were determined to take revenge for the deaths of their 
leaders. 


The battle of Badr strengthened the Muslims and soon the whole of 


Arabia heard about their amazing victory. After the battle, Allah © 
revealed a Surah about the battle. The Surah is called ^!-Anfaal.

Abu Dujanah® courageously made his body a shield 
for Sayyiduna Rasoolullah and there were a number of arrows that 
struck him and got stuck in his back. Another companion named Anas 
Ibn Nadr was later found with more than 80 wounds on his body 
which he received defending Sayyiduna Rasoolullah®. 


The beloved Messenger © was then struck on his blessed helmet by 
a man of Quraysh known as Ibn Qamiah. Two of the spikes from the 
helmet broke off and sunk into his blessed cheek. One of the 
companions named Abu Ubaydah Ibn Al-Jarrah © pulled the spikes 
out with his own teeth to help Sayyiduna Rasoolullah @.

When Sayyiduna Rasoolullah @ first arrived in Al-Madinah AI 
Munawwarah, the Jewish tribes had agreed to help the Muslims 


defend the city whilst living in peace 


Some of the Jewish tribes failed to keep their promise as part of 
the agreement and had tried to harm the Muslims. Sayyiduna 
Rasoolullah @ responded by leading the Muslim army to their fort 
and laying siege to it, After more than two weeks, the Banu Qaynuqa 
surrendered and then left Al-Madinah Al-Munawwara before 
settling in Syria. 


The Banu Nadir had also betrayed the Muslims and had tried to 
poison Sayyiduna Rasoolullah @ whilst he was ona visit to one of 
their houses, The Muslims also laid siege to the Banu Nadir before 
they also surrendered and left Al-Madinah Al-Munawwarah taking 
their many valuables with them on hundreds of camels. 
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rhe Alliance 


The Quraysh were still intent on destroying the Muslims and they 
had been working hard to gather a large army since returning from 
the pattle of Uhud. A man from the Jewish tribe of Banu Nadir 
called Huyay Ibn Akhtab came to Makkah Al-Mukarramah and 

agreed an alliance with Quraysh to try and destroy the Muslims, 

They agreed that Quraysh would march out from Makkah Al- 
Mukarramah and join up with the Jewish tribes as well as others who 
had some enmity towards the people of Al-Madinah AI-Munawwarah. 


In the fifth year after the Hijrah, Quraysh set out from Makkah 
with 4000 men and marched towards Al-Madinah Al-Munawwarah. A 
group of horsemen from the tribe of Banu Khuzaa'ah set out from 
Makkah Al-Mukarramah at speed to warn Sayyiduna Rasoolullah (B) 
about the emerging army. The Muslims had one week to prepare for 
war, Sayyiduna Rasoolullah @called his companions to discuss how to 
win against such a large army. One of the companions, who was known 
as Salman Al-Farsi © , stood up and said: 


"0 Messenger of Allah, in Persia, when we feared an attack from 
‘people riding horses, we would surround ourselves with a trench. So 
let us dig a trench around ourselves now."

Digging the trench was no easy task and the companions faced many | 
challenges. In the midst of difficulty, the Companions would turn to 
Sayyiduna Rasoolullah 69 on one such occasion, Sayyiduna Umar © 

went to the Prophet Ot complain of a rock they could not break. 
Sayyiduna Rasoolullah @ took the pick axe from him and gave the 

rock a blow which created a flash of lightning over the city towards 

the South. He then struck another blow and this time 
there was a flash towards Uhud in the North. The 
third blow split the rock into pieces and this time 
the light flashed eastwards. 


Sayyiduna Salman (asked Sayyiduna 
Rasoolullah® about the flashes. 


“Did you see them Salman? By the 
light of the first I saw the castles 
of Yemen: by the light of the 

second I saw the castles of Syria; by 
the light of the third I saw the 
white palace of Khosrow."

The companions took great joy in being close to Sayyiduna 
Rasoolullah @ even though this was not always an easy time for the 
Muslims, They did not have much food and one of the companions, 
who went by the name of Abu Talha ©, complained to the Prophet® 
about their hunger, showing him a stone that he had tied to his 
Stomach to make the pain of hunger easier to bear. 
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the Prophet @ revealed his own blessed stomach and all were 


surprised to see that he had tied not one but two stones to his 
stomach 


The Quraysh and their allies arrived with q huge army just as the 
Muslims had finished digging the trench. It had taken the Muslims 
about six days to complete it and the enemy were surprised by what 
they found before them. The trench formed a barrier between them 
and Al-Madinah Al-Munawwarah whilst the Muslim army was some 
three thousand strong and ready to defend the city. 


The Quraysh and their alles tried to find narrow spots along the 
trench which would be easier to cross over but when they did so the 
Muslims were ready to push them back. They then lay siege to Al- 
Madinah Al-Munawwarah whilst attacking the Muslims with arrows 
and spears. The Quraysh realised that they needed to weaken the 
Muslim army so that their numbers at the trench would be reduced 
but they had to find a way in which some of the Muslim army could 
be moved away from the trench. 


The conditions were still difficult for the Muslims and things were 
made worse when Banu Qurayzah, one of the Jewish tribes who had 
agreed to ماعط‎ the Muslims in defending the city, betrayed the 
Muslims anc decided to join the Quraysh in attacking the Muslims 
Word of their treachery soon reached Sayyiduna Rasoolullah @ and 
many of the hypocrites who were amongst the Muslim army start: 
to make excuses and soon returned to their homes claiming tt 

were worr ed about their women and children.

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Very soon after this, a man from the enemy's army, Naeem Bin 
Mas'ood, sneaked across the trench and came to Sayyiduna 
Rasoolullah =. He had accepted Islam in secret so the enemy did 
not know that he was Muslim and asked the Prophet &)how he could 
help at this difficult time. He left with a very clever plan. 


He went to the Bani Qurayzah, who were about to join the Quraysh 
to fight against the Muslims. Naeem =)told them that the Quraysh 
were going to leave the battle and that they would not help Bani 
Qurayzah after this, which would leave the tribe of Bani Qurayzah 
alone to face the Muslims. Naeem Z29 also told the Quraysh that Bani 
Qurayzah were secretly plotting to take some of the leaders of 
Quraysh and hand them over to the Muslims so Quraysh should not 
trust Bani Qurayzah either. 


Naeem used the same clever trick with Ghatafan and some other 
tribes. The tribes invading Al-Madinah Al-Munawwarah were now 
doubting their trust in each other.

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As far as Rasoolullah 5 +) was concerned about his maintenance, he was content with as 
much as he needed and abstained from anything more than that. He would wear a cloak 
(Rida'), a course garment, or a thick outer garment. 


The most beloved article of clothing that the messenger of Allah(*+)/wore was the 
Shirt (Qamis). The sleeve of his shirt would reach his wrist. When he would wear a 
Shirt, he would begin with the right side. 


The Messenger of Allah) owned a pair of pants (Saraaweel) and he wore a pair of 
sandals known as (Taasuma). 


Ibn Abbas (Se) related, "The Messenger of Allah said, Wear white clothing. Let your 
living wear them and use them to shroud your dead, for indeed white is the best of 
your clothing." 


The Messenger of Allah ($) would wear a white Qalansuwa. A Qalansuwa is a cap. He 
would wear a Qalansuwa under his turban. He would wear white Yemeni Qalansuwas 
that had stuffing inside of them. When the Prophet (=) would tie his turban he would 
let its tail hang between his shoulders. 


The ring of Rasoolullah |5+)was silver and its stone was Abyssinian, He would take the 
Stone of his ring and turn it inwards toward his palm. The engraving on his ring was 
such that one line had Muhammad, the line above it had Rasool, and the line above it 
had 7 


The Prophet's5 sword was of Hanafi make. It is called Hanafi because it was made 
by the Banu Hanifa tribe, who were well known for their excellence in sword making. 3 : 
The Prophet 5 had numerous swords. They include: Al-Qadeeb, Al-Qalai, Al-Battar, E.
